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INTRODUCTION 





This book has a two-fold purpose. Primarily it should 
serve as a tool for Louisiana historians to weave into the 
written history of the colonial province the threads of 
detail and statistics so often lacking in some standard 
works. Social strata are indicated in these documents, 
places of origin in France, and occupations; all these 
factors were evidenced in the development of the colony 
and serious studies based on these and similar records 
would be a welcomed addition to the historiography of 
the period. 


The states of Louisiana, Mississippi, and Alabama 
have been remarkable for the vacuity of printed sources 
relating to the genealogy of their colonial periods. To 
lessen this dearth of sources is the second purpose of 
this book. 


To the readers of this type of publication, phrases 
relating these documents to the history of the area would 
necessarily appear sketchy. Those wishing to augment 
their knowledge in this field are referred to Walter Hart 
Blumenthal's Brides from Bridewell (Charles E. Tuttle 
Company, Rutland, Vermont, 1962), Emile Lauvriere's His ~- 
sity Press, Baton Rouge, 1940), and La Louisiane sous la 
Compagnie des Indes by Pierre Heinrich (Paris, 1907). 





There are no special instructions for the use of 
this book. The title of each section indicates ports 
of embarkation, ships, and dates. Names are arranged 
in order as they appear in the original documents, 
while details are inserted in brief form: age, place 
of origin, height, color of hair, and occupation. The 
index is comprehensive.
